out the United States for the first three months of 1907 is 

greater in volume than for the same period last year. Heads 
of corpéra mercantile agencies and merchants and manu- 
facturers, ose business brings them in close touch with al) parts 
of the country, declare that the whole trend of business is toward 
increased volume and activity. 

Factories in every line are unable to meet the demands of the 
jobbing trades. “Overproduction” is a cry that has been forgotten 
in the face of conditions where the demand from all parts of the 
country is ahead of production. Better prices maintain in this year 
than last in almost every line and there is plenty of money in the 
hands of the people to meet the advances. 

“People don’t care care what things cost. They want the best and 
they are willing to pay for it,” said a man at the head of a great 
wholesale business, in summing up the situation. 

Excluding New York, where Wall street conditions have affected 
the situation, the bank clearings for the first two months of 1907 
have shown decided increases over the same periods last year. The 
figures for March are not yet obtainable.

This one is the 
fact that the railroad officials are com- 
ing to be men who have not risen from 
the ranks—not only the officials, but 
men in positions of responsibility in 
the operating departments. They get 
their positions through favoritism, pull, 
the company’s surgeon's mistakes in 
rejecting men of experience and other 
causes. This ts a day of young men 
with slight experience, who are closely 
bound by written rules of wnose rea- 
sons they know nothing. 
“The consequence is mistakes—and 
wrecks. Men of experience whether 
they be on yard work or on trains don’t 
take chances as a rule, and they don’t 
accept responsibility where it doesn’t 
belong to them. Then, too, nowadays 
roads work short-handed, and they 
drive their men. Yard crews have too 
much to do. They are apt to make 
such mistakes as this one did at Col- 
ton. The present era of bad wrecks is, 
in @ large measure, due to the fact 
that men are worked too hoard and are 
handled by others, who nave not them- 
selves learned every little detall of the 
intricate work of railroading.”

This is a natural condition which 
greatly increases the value of this 
water supply in that the period of 
greatest supply is coincident with that 
of the greatest summer demand.

SAN FERNANDO RESPRVOIRS. 

In the San Fernando Valley the 
water will be discharged into two 
reservoir sites. The city controls the 
greater portion of the land in these two 
sites. Their combined capacity is 36,- 
600 acre-feet, or enough to furnish a 
full supply from the reservoirs for a 
month and a half in case of breaks in 
the line above or 50 sevond-feet per 
year. The great value, however, of 
these reservoir sites, is that they will 
permit of accumulating water during 
the winter time in the San Fernando 
age | and holding it for use during 
the «following summer. The normal 
midsummer use in Southern California 
is naturally from two to three times 
the normai winter consumption. These 
reservoirs are of such capacity that 
an aqueduct discharging 400 cubic feet 
per second, or 20,000 inches for twelve 
months into them, may have its flow 
so regulated that the discharge there-. 
from may be 500 cubic feet per second, 
or 25,000 inches during the six summer 
months, and 300 second-feet or 15,000 
miner's inches during the winter 
months. This practically permits of 
furnishing 25,000 miner’s inches with 
an aqueduct capacity of 20,000 miner’s 
inches. This system of storage regula- 
tion must be kept fully in mind in de- 
termining what the avaliable water 
supply for the city is from the Owens 
Valley. There is a great fluctuation 
tn the flow of the Owens River, but it 
is not subject to violent flouds such as 
eccur in Southern California. The 
statement is untrue that the Owens 
River goes dry at the point of diversion 
proposed by the city. No public retorijs 
show this, and as far as known no 
Reclamation Service engineer has ever 
made this statement. During the May, 
June and July floods caused by the 
meiting of the snow there are large 
volumes of water which, when regu- 
lated through reservoirs will permit of 
delivering a continuous flow, such 1s 
is described below. These flood waves 
are now passing into Owens Lake and 
wasted. In addition the irrigation sea- 
son in the Owens Valley is not over 
five months in duration each year. 
During the remaining seven months

erefore, for seven-twelfths of the 
year the water rights which the city has 
not purchased, are t used, beneficial- 
ly at least, by the irrigators.

There is given be- 
low, however, a statement which Is as 
accurate as can be made from an engi-j} 
neering standpoint. It is aot the prov- 
ince of your engineer to determine 
what the legal rights are. 

WHAT THE CITY OWNS. 

The city has acquired, by purchase, 
water rights aggregating about 15,000 
inches, based upon appropriations by 
its predecessors on the river and trib- 
utary streams. These rights are for 
the use of water during the irrigat- 
ing season, and from careful measure- 
ments will yield during such seasons 
to the city a continuous flow during 
normal years of about 11,000 taches. 
In addition to these rights the city has

With very 
minor exceptions the city now owns 
all of the riparian lands on both baxks 
of the Owens River from the diversion 
point to the Owens Lake, and Owens 
Lake has no outlet and is saline. Pur- 
chases have also been made of lands 
riparian to the tributary streams ¢7- 
tering the valley from the diversion 
point south, and also of lands having 
water rights on thege tributary 
streams. 

The total area of the lands pur- 
chased in the Owens Valley to date, 
including the Long Valley reservoir 


‘site, is 70,961 acres. The following ad-

The grand total area of all lands 
purchased and contracted for is 76,531 
acres, at a total cost of $1,140,000 in 
round numbers, including deferred 
payments not yet due, or at the rate 
of $14.89 per acre.

GOVERNMENT AID. 

For the protection of the city against 
speculators and obstructive filers, the 
President has withdrawn from entry 
or sale all public lands in Owens Val- 
ley, and the boundaries of the Sierra 
Forest Reserve have been extended to 
include the greater portion of the 
drainage basin. The Bureau of For- 
estry has aided the city repeatedly. 

WORK IN PROGRESS. 

At present three survey parties are 
at work on the aqueduct route and 
one on @ railroad route; a construction 
camp is maintained in the _ valley, 
where work on the canal is progress- 
ing, and cement quarries are being 
opened.

| CONSTRUCTION. 

About $1000 a month has been 
spent on construction work in the 
Owens Valley during the last eight 
months. The main canal has been 
opened for a distance of five miles, and 
partially graded, 66,084 cubic yards of 
earth having been moved to date. 
About six miles of wagon road have 
been built along the proposed line of 
the aqueduct, on the west shore of 
Owens Lake. Arrangements are being 
made to install a power plant on Di- 
vision Creek in the Owens Valley, for 
the purpose of obtaining electric en- 
ergy for construction work. A right 
of way map has been filed with the 
United States land office for this power 
plant. Bids have been received for the 
installation of a pressure pipe, 5100 
feet long, to develop 400 feet of head. 
Bids are now being called for the hy- 
dro-electric machinery for the power 
plant. They will be opened on March 
15, 1907. Plans have been prepared for 
the erection of a hydraulic dredge, to 
be used in building the first twenty 
miles of conduit from the diversion 
point to the Alabama Hills. The total 
estimated cost of this power plant and 
dredge is $26,120. A crew of miners 
have been employed and are at work 
opening up the limestone quarries for 
the cement plant at Tehachepi. 


TRANSPORTATION. 
Preliminary survey for a railroad has 


been made, but the engineers believe 
that a railroad corporation could build. 


the line more quickly and economically 
than the city, and that a permanent 
road would be a benefit to Los Angeles 
and to Owens Valley. and they have 
taken up the matter with the Santa Fé 
and the Southern Pacific. A report on 
the transportation situation by W. 5. 
Post is given In an appendix.

The city nas bought 3000 acres of 
land containing clay deposits near Mo- 
jave, and secured options on limestone 
quarries. Mr. E. Duryee, cement ex- 
pert of the Reclamation Service, makes 
a report, in. an appendix, in which he 
estimates the cost of a 1000-barrel ce- 
ment mill at $302,363, and the cost of 
manufacture of cement at $1 a barrel. 
The engineers estimate that 1,300,000 
barrels of cement will be , required. 
Tests of material show that superior 
Portland cement can be made. The 
city will not exhaust the deposits of 
clay and limestone, and it Is thought 
that the plant, at the end of the con- 
struction, will be worth almost as 
much as its eost to the city. 

POWER PLANTS. 

The most important site for develop- 
ment of water power is in San Fran- 
cisquito Cafion, about forty-five miles 
from the city. A_ total drop of nearly 
fifteen hundred feet is available at this 
point. Another minor site for power 
development may be found a short 


distance below the end of the aqueduct, 
in the San Fernando Valley. Another 
opportunity for power development oc- 
curs near Little Lake, 150 miles north- 
erly from Los Angeles,

continuous output of power, with a 
complete. water supply from these 
plants, is estimated by the board of 
engineers at 49,000 horse power. The 
Fairmont reservoir site at the intake 
of tne main plant will permit of the 


water being liberated for this power 


as the demand occurs in the city. The 
water may be conserved for this pur- 
pose during legal holidays and nights, 
and liberated during working hours in 
such a way as to meet the demands. 
This the board estimates will permit 
the city to enter ihto contracts for a 
total output of 93.000 ‘norse power, 
measured at the point of delivery in 
hours of greatest demand. 

The board finds that the conditions 
for the economic development and 
maintenance of power are very favora- 
ble, and its safety against interruption 
or diminution by drouta, and the per- 
manent character of the aqueduct, tend 
to make the power development feature 
particularly attractive and valuable. 
E. F. Scattergood, an electrical engi- 
neer of extended experience in the con- 
struction of hydro-electric-power plants 
in Southern California, has made a de- 
tailed estimate on the cost of installing 
the power plants, and his report is at- 
tached as appendix J. 

The proposed plan is to build the 
aqueduct for the purpose of supply- 
ing water for municipal purposes, and, 
after its completion, if the citizens of 


Los Angeles consider it desirable to in- | 


stal] these power plants, they may sub- 
as independent 
works. The installation of power has 
not been included in the aqueduct es- 
timates, because the power situation is 
considered as wholly independent of 
the proposition of supplying water, and 
should stand on its own merits. 


COST OF THE CONDUIT. 


The board of engineers estimated | 


the cost of the aqueduct proper ‘as 
$18,221,300. After adding tor railway, 
cement plant and other accessories, in- 
cluding 15 per cent. for contingencies, 
they reach a total of $23,110,700, and 
they further add, “for land and wa- 
ter rights, and for all legal and other 
expenses connected with their acquisi- 
tion, from estimates presented by 
Messrs. Mulholland and Mathews, tn- 
cluding what hag already been ex- 
pended, we add $1,375,000, making a to- 
tal of $24,485,600" They report the 
quality of the Water satisfactory. The 
board designed sections of the con- 
duit on most conservative lines, and 
based their estimates thereon. Their 
estimate is given in detafl in their 
report, attached hereto, as Appendix 
E. They estimate the time necessa 
for construction after the voting x | 
the bonds as five years. No insur- 
mountable engineering difficulties were 
found. The report concludes: 

“We find the project admirable in 
conception and outline, and full 
promise for the continued prosperity 
of the city of Los Angeles.” A 
FINAL COMPLETION OF SYSTEM. 

The aqueduct, as planned by the 
beard of engineers, with the water 
rights now owned by the city, is ade; 
quate to deliver to Los Angeles a 
large proportion of the 400 second feet 
(20,000 miner's inches) above named, 
“sufficient for all probab!ié needs for 
several years after the completion of 
the aqueduct.” It would be obviously 
unwise for the city at once to pile 
the cost of works that were not im- 


mediately necessary for the operation.

The installation of the power plants 
in the San Francisquito Cafion, in- 
cluding all necessary hydraulic and 
electrical work, for about 75 per cent. 
of the total power available from the 
complete aqueduct, and its delivery at 
substations in Los Angeles, is a sepa- 
rate matter, and is estimated upon as 
$4,689,000. 

END OF A PIPE DREAM. 

The advisability of building a pipe 
line with a capacity of 6000 inches 
from the Owens River to the city of 
Los Angeles has been suggested. De- 
spite the fact that 6978 meters were 
added to the water system in Los An- 
geles during the year 1906, the in- 
creased summer consumption was 154 
miner's inches for that year. The per- 
centage of connections. metered  in- 
creased from 20 to 31 during that pe- 
riod, so that, while there was a great 
addition to our population, the per 
capita daily consumption re- 
duced. The most wasteful consumers 
have now been metered, and the pres- 
ent per capita rate of 144 gallons daily 
may be considered as wellnigh the 
most economical use that may be ex- 
pected. If our population continues to 
increase at the present rate of 30.000 
annually, with a summer consumption 
daily, this 
would call for an additional annual! in- 
crement to our water supply of 360 
inches. The necessity of our  sub- 
urban towns is even greater than 
Angeles, and their growth is being 
retarded by their deficient water sup- 
ply. It would be safe to assume that 
the demands in this entire area would 
be for 300 inches of wat additiona! 
annually At this rate, inches 
would be 
mands of this locality for a riod of 
ten years. One of the controlling fac- 
tors in the location of the Owens Val- 
ley aqueduct is the difficulty of tun- 
neling through the crest of the Coast 
Range north of Saugus, and on the 
south side of the Antelope Valley. The 
less the fall or grade of a conduit, the 
slower the velocity and consequent 
discharge. The larger the conduit 
with any fixed de, the higher the 
velocity and discharge, provided other 
conditions are similar. From the in- 
take until the crest of Coast 
Range is passed, every possible saving 
in grade is made tin locating the aque- 
duct. South from the crest at Eliz- 
abeth Lake ‘to the San Fernando Val- 
ley the fdfi is 1700 feet and here 
power will be developed. North of the 
summit, at Elizabeth Lake, the pre- 
vailing grade is about one foot per 
mile and seldom exceeds two and one- 
half feet per mile. The conduit is 
about fourteen feet wide and eight feet 
deep, and has a capacity of 43° second- 
feet. A riveted steel pipe on these 
grades, having a capacity of 100 sec- 
ond-feet (5000 miner's inches,) would 
vary from eight and one-half to six 
feet in diameter, and would cost about

The possible power development 
would be reduced over 75 per cent., be- 
cause there would be but one-fourth 
the amount of water ang the increased 
grade of the pipe line woulg leave less 
fall fer water power. The construc- 
tion of tunnels would not be avoided 
by substituting a pipe line for an 
aqueduct, and these turnels are the 
most expensive construction. They fix 
the length of time required to com- 
plete the work. 

It is a ground for congratulation 
that the City Council has concluded to 
submit to the people the question of 
authorizing at once the entire bond 
issue of $23,000,000. It will be desirable 
to enter into a number of long time 
contracts for the driving of the long 
tunnels. “The contractor who is given 
long-time contracts for the excavation 
of the canal or its lining, can afford 
to buy much more complete equipment. 
In order to enter into these long-time 
contracts, it will be necessary that the 
funds will be available throughout a 
term of years, for the payment of the 
city’s liabilities. 

In starting a great work of this kind, 
a very large percentage of the expendi- 
tures must be put into equipment and 
organization; so that with, say 50 per 
cent. of the funds expended, it very 
seldom. follows that 50 per cent. of the 
work will be performed. After the or- 
ganization and equipment has been as- 
sembled, the latter part of the work 
should go with relatively greater 
rapidity and smaller expense. It is 
frequently difficult to make this plain 
to those unfamiliar with works of this 
kind, but any one connected with large 
construction enterprises will fully ap- 
preciate this condition. 

A diagram is presented herewith, 
showing the rate of growth of the city 
of Los Angeles from 1880 to date. The 
increase is remarkable and probably 
as rapid as that of any city in the 
Union. In 1880 the population was 11,- 
093: in 1899 it was 50,395; In 1900 it was 
102,479, and in 1906, as indicated by the 
school census, the population was 
about 240,000. Projecting into the fu- 
ture the rate of growth during the last 
six years indicates an increase at the 
rate of 25,700 per year. Tho rate of 
growth during the last three years, 
however, is 36,700 per year. This rapid 
increase in population has a direct 
bearing on the necessity of providing 


According to the State law, the boynd- 
ed debt of the city for all classes of 
bonded debts, including waterworks 
and sewers, is limited to 15 per cent. of 
its assessed valuation. For the year 
1880-81 the assessed valuation of city 
property was $7,259,568. In 1890-91 it 
was $49,320,670. In 1900-01 it was $65,- 
599,920. In 1904-05 the assessed valua- 
tion was $126,126.563. In the year 1906 
it was $202,985.704. As regulated by 
this 15 per cent., the bonding powér 
of the city Increased between 1902-03 
and 1904-05, from $12,962.510 to $18,915,- 
984, or about $6,000,000. During the last 
two years, the advance has been from 
$18,918,984, to $30,447,855, an increase in 
bonding power in two years of $11,5238,- 
871. This increase in honding power 
during the past year has been §$7,000,- 
000. There are outstanding about $6,- 
800,000 in city bonds of all classes. It 
is proposed to issue $23,000,000 In bonds 
for the Los Angeles aqueduct. This 
would make a total bonded debt of 
$29,800,000, which is $647,000 less than 
our ultimate bonding power. The next 
city assessment will be made durin= 
the coming summer, and if the same 
rate of increase occurs for this fiscal 
year that occurred during the previous 
year, there will be added $7,000,000 
more to our bonding power. 

In closing this report, particular at- 
tention is called to the fact that in 
building our own cement plant and in 
constructing a concrete aqueduct the 
bulk of the expenditures will be for 
labor and material which will be sup- 
plied lecally. The money that is used 
for this construction will stay in and 
around Los Angeles, and will not be 
sent to eastern manufacturers, as 
would be the case for instance, if steel 
pipe were used.

TO RULE HONDURAS, 


Gutierrez Is Choice of Revolutionary 
Leaders for President—Bonilla le 
Fugitive. 

THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, March 30.—Gen. Di- 
oniso Gutierrez, one of the most prom- 
inent leaders of the revolution in Hon- 
duras against President Bonilla, prob- 
ably will be the President of the pro- 
visional government established by the 
Honduran revolutionists, wita the aid 
of President Zelaya of Nicaragua. 

A dispatch received today from Com- 
mander Winterhalter of the American 
gunboat Paducah, now at Port Limon, 
Costa Rica, states that it is reported 
there that Gen, Gutierrez is the favor- 
ite candidate for the head ef the new 
government in Honduras. It is also 
reported in Port Limor® according to 
Commander Winterhalter’s dispatch, 
that President Bonilla is completely 
surrounded. The dispatch does not 
state exactly where President Bonilla 
is, but it is believed that he is some- 
where near Amapala, on the south coast 
of Honduras. 

Dispatches received by the State De- 
partment from several different points 
in Central America announce the bom- 
barding of Amapala. 


RAILROAD RESPONSIBLE. 
, ST. LOUIS, March 30.—A decision 
was handed down in the Circuit Court 
of Appeals today, written by Judge’ 
Hook, affirming judgment for an 
award of damages against the Chicago 
and Northwestern Railroad for the 
death of an express messenger killed 
in a wreck, and holding that excessive 
speeding of railroad trains is danger- 
ous. The case was that of Mrs. Mary 
O’Brien of Cascade, Iowa, suing as 
administratrix of the estate of her son, 
James J. O’Brien, who was killed in 
the wreck at Boone, lowa, on August 
1, 1899. The jury of the lower court 
awarded the plaintiff $8250 damages. 
The court in affirming judgment sets 
forth that the evidence supported “the 
conclusions that the train was being 
negligently operated in unusual and 
excessive speed.” It was shown in the 
evidence that the train's schedule was 
forty-five miles an hour.

MAGNIFICENT ROBES. 

The robes worn by the bishop and 
priests are magnificent. Each holy. 
day must have its specia!’ robes. Some 
of the most #plendid are evorn only 
on Trinity Sunday, and for tne Easter 
celebrations each service has a diffey- 
ent @et of robes. All are woven of 
‘silk Interspersed awith threads of real 
gold and “silver. In some the heavy 
brecaded designs are wrought entire- 
ly of heavy gold threads. When, after 
years of use, tne robes become worn, 
they are burned and the précious met- 
als recovered, The newly-appointed 
Bishop of ‘Alaska, who came to Sitka 
three years ago, ‘brought with him 
set of, magnificent robes, presented to 
him on the eve of His departure by 
Czar Nicholas. 

The ¢ucnaristical embroideries are 
done im gold thread and rich green vel- 
vet. The figures, which are symbolic, 
are n some designs so heavily em- 
broidered that tney are a half-inch 
in. thickness.

During the 
past ten days the gardeners at Eden- 
Gale have been forcing the lilies for- 
ward under a pressure of 80 deg. night 
and day and the last three days of 
the week the temperature was raised 
to 110 deg., which is the limit that 
the plants can bear. The heat was so 
stifling that one could scarcely remain 
in the conservatories and under its in- 
fluence the big buds grew and swelled 
and unfolded their petdis so that no 
less than 12,000 pure Ascension lilies 
will nod their stately heads at the 
Edendale propagating plant before 
Easter dawns. 
A CORNER ON LILIES. 
“T have been in the floral business 


in Los Angeles for eleven years,” re- 


“and this ts the biggest Easter lily 
trade we have ever seen. Our sales 
of these flowers alone will approximate 
$3000 for Easter wéek. We have a cor- 
ner on the Baster lily market this year 
sure.” <A single order sent out yes- 
terday was for 400 potted lilies for 
which a check for $400 paid the price. 
The cut lilies run from $5 
dozen 


to $2.50 each. Even at this price, the 
dealers declare there is small profit in 
them. The bulbs are expensive, cost- 
ing $75 and $80 per thousand delivered 
in New York. Add to this the shipping 
rate across the continent and the con- 
stant care for seven months together 
with the numbers of plants that die, 
for the lily is a very tender and sen- 
sitive plant, and only the most delicate 
handling can bring it to perfection. 

Next in favor to the Bermuda lilies 
are the modest and lovely lilies of the 
valley, which sell this season at $1 a 
dogen—and it takes at least three 
dozen to make a respectable bunch, 
These lilies grow, not from the bulb, 
but from the “pip,”’ in which form they 
are 
cases of 2500, packed in moss. They 
are immediately put in cold storage till 
ready for planting. Unlike the Ber- 
muda lilies of which no exact reckon- 
ing of the time of bloom can be made. 
the gardener knows that the lily of 
the valley will come to bloom in pre- 
cisely twenty-one days from the “pip,” 
so he sets his plants exactly three 
weeks before Easter and can depend 
upon his blossoms. Over 7000 of these 
dainty plants bloom in the Edendale 
conservatories this Easter. 

American Beauty roses are also in 
high favor this year.

HE PRESIDENT AND THE MAG- 
NATES. 

The President has been urged by 

some of our great business leaders to 

state publicly in a set speech just what 


jhe has in mind in the way of future 
\movements tending to the regulation 


of railroads by the government. After 
learning what was in the President's 
mind, these gentlemen believe that such 
a statement, setting forth in full the 
purposes of tne President, will at once 
restore public confidence in railroad {n- 
terests. 3 

There are grave complications in this 
exceedingly important subject. The 
railroad people contend that the Eng- 
lish common law is the law of this 
land of ours today as to common car- 
riers. It has been found necessary by 
act of Congress to provide certain mod- 
ications in the application of the 
common jaw to the common carriers of 
our day. When this English law grew 
up—and it was a growth and never a 
formal act of any legislative body—the 
only highways in England were the 
King’s highroads, and the only common 
carriers were the owners of horses and 
earts. The roads were public property. 
It was entirely competent for any one 
ef sufficient means to get control of 
an old nag and a two-horse cart to go 
into the common-carrier business. The 
railroads of today, with their private 
rights of way and rails which no other 
common carrier can use, have erected 
a condition so radically different from 
that described above as to make the 
common law ridiculously inapplicable 
to the situation. 

The railroads have acquired their 
rights of way, and very often tne

are partners with the railroads in these 
railroad properties. They are almost 
like tenants in common in their inter- 
est on the property. The people know 
this, and there is an agitation which 
will not be allayed until the railroad 
management is brought into just con- 
formity with public interests. The 
sooner the managers of ratiroads rec- 
ognize this, the better it will be for 
themselves, as well as far the general 
public.

| RASHES AND THE SEPARATION 
OF DUTIES. 

The fact brought out at the recent 
Coroner’s inquest in Los Angeles and a 
matter of comment with Santa Fé em- 
ployés, that conductors on the Over- 
land Limited, as on outbound trains 
of other roads, are rushed to the limit 
during the time the train is going 
through yards and over city street 
crossings, collecting tickets before the 
first stop is reached, and that it is al- 
most impossible for them to know any- 
thing of the movements of the train, 
‘{s simply overwhelming evidence of the 
need for a complete separation of the 
duties of collecting tickets and faros 
from those of captain or superintendent 
of the train. The attention of the lat- 
ter should be every minute fixed on the 
running of the train and its safe con- 
duct should be his first, last and only 
duty. Had Conductor Humbel been 


to the movements of his train on Sat- 
urday night of last week, had he been 
watching with a copy of his orders be- 
fore him with nothing to think of but 
supplementing the vigilance of the en- 
gineer, is it likely that the train would 
have entered upon that fatal bridge? 
Or if other conductors had been simi- 
larly placed, would not many other ac- 
cidents probably have been avoided? 

What would be thought of a ship 
on which the captain was giving his 
time to collecting fares instead of at- 
tending to the navigation of his craft? 
Of course railroad managers may point 
to the universal custom of having con- 
ductors collect fares, but in answer one 
May also point to the almost univer- 
gal system of wrecking trains and ask 
if it is not about time for a change. 

The coiperation of lawmakers may 
be necessary to get the best discipline— 
the iron rule that seems to be neces- 
sary; but the above sugg reform 
is entirely within the hands of the 
railroad officials and it ought to re- 
ceive careful consideration. 

At present overland trains usually 
earry besides the conductor, two brake- 
men. If the duties of the conductor 
ywere confined to the operation of the 
train why could not one of these brake- 
men be dispensed with and a collector 
or train agent substituted? Thus there 
would not be the Teast additional ex- 
pense, although no consideration of ex- 
pense should be allowed to weigh 
against the protection of the public 
from the perils of travel. 


ARL’S WORRY. 


E. Tobias Earl, telephone com- 
pany promoter, newspaper publisher, 
department store backer and million- 
aire, seems to be afflicted with distress 
of mind. 

Earl has been summoned to San 
Francisco by subpoena from the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office to testify before 
the grand jury with regard to the 
bribery charges in connection with the 


other Los Angeles citizens have been 
subpoenaed for the same purpose, 
but none of them seem to be worry- 
ing very much, except Earl. 

Mr. Earl, who is, or has been, a 
heavy stockholder in the Home Tele- 
phone Company of Los Angeles, seeks, 
in his newspaper, the Express, to 
squeak out of a small and ignominious 
hole by averring that he 1 not now a 
stockholder in the Home Telephone 
Company of San Francisco. Sic “San 
Francisco.” Sic “now.” 

It was as a stockholder in the Home 
Telephone Company of Los Angeles, 
supposed to know what use Was made 
of the company’s funds, that Mr. Eari 
was summoned before the grand jury 
in the bribery case. Whether Ear! 
has had any guilty knowledge ts for 
Heney and the grand jury to find out. 
The Times is not informed as to this 
latter question. The fact remains that 
Mr. Earl was summoned before the 
grand jury. Perhaps he !s innocent. 
and perhaps not. = 
.No member of The Times staff had 
anything to do with the telephone deal 
or has been subpoenaed before the 
grand jury. The reason why Earl at- 
tacks The Times in his shcet is under- 
stood by all newspaper readers. It is 
because The Times exposed, defeated 
and abolished a rotten fraud carried 
on by Earl in the last municipal cam- 
paign—a fake voting contest tn which 
Earl and the Express elected Gates 
Mayor. 

As to the present cause of contro- 
versy (the summoning of Dr. Haynes 
and Mr. Earl,) a statement of the 
facts is found in the Express (doubt- 
less through inadvertence.) 

The Express of last evening, after a 
bungling attempt to “forge” an As- 
sociated Press dispatch, permitted the 
following to get into its telegraph 
news on its first page. We clip: 

“Special Agent Burns cxpects two 
important arrivals from Los Angeles 
today—Edwin T. Earl and Dr. John 
R. Haynes. ‘If Mr. Earl and Dr. 
Haynes arrive in time,’ said Burns, 
this morning, ‘they will be examined 
before the grand jury this afternoon. 
If they do not, they will probably be 
called Monday.’ ”

ITY AND COUNTRY, 

The Census Bureau has just 
made public the estimate of popula- 
tion in the United States. From this 
report it appears that our population 
today is just a trifle less than %4,000,- 
000. This shows an increase since the 
census of 1900 of almost 8,000,000 souls. 
The population here spoken of is that 
of the United States proper, or conti- 
nental United States. Including the 
insular possessions, our population 
numbers over 93,000,000. 

During the year just closed the in- 
crease in population in continental 
United States was 1,367,915. It might 
have been expected that the figure 
would be larger. The immigration 
into the country accounts for over 
1,000,000, and it seems scarcely correct 
that the increase in native population 
should have been so far short of 400,000. 

Perhaps the most interesting part of 
this report is that referring to the 
growth of urban population. New 
York, and this probably means Greater 
New York, numbers considerably over 
4,000,000 people, Chicago over 2,000,000, 
Philadelphia just short of 1,500,000, St. 
Louis nearly 650,000, 
over 600,000. Eighty-three cities, 
with a population of 50,000 or more last 
year, have a total population of just 
short of 20,000,000 people, which is an 
increase since 1904 of 2,766,863. If in- 
corporated cities of 8000 inNabitants 
and more should be taken, the total 


urban population of the country would 


be very close to 30,000,000, and this 
would show a gain since the census 
year of nearly 4,000,000, or just short 
of 16 per cent. 

There is probably no way of check- 
ing this increase in urban population. 
The growth of our manufacturing in- 
dustries of various kinds necessitates 
the building up of numerous urban 
populations and the general increase 
of the population of all incorporated 

munities. The great railroagd sys- 
tems of the United States have their 
centers of activity in places of large 
population, and this again causes a 
continual growth tn population in such 
places. 

But impossible though it may be to 
check this natural congestion in urban 
| communities, it is none the less a mat- 
ter for regret. There are certain men- 
tal characteristics developed in city 
life which cannot be ordinarily made 
to grow in rural surroundings. On the 
contrary, there are other physical, 
mental and moral qualities which 
spring as naturally in human beings 
as the grass and the flowers on the 
sun-kissed plain under the influences 
of rural life. The city boy has a 
sharpness and quickness of intellect, a 
mental acumen which is more rarely 
found among country boys. Bat, on 
the contrary, the city-bred boy is 
much more likely te be hollow-chested, 
of flabby muscle, and anaemic habit 
than his fellow-boy raised among the 
sweet lanes ang green fields of the 
country. As for the country boy, he 
grows up not only with broader shoul- 
ders and more erect mien, with redder 
bloed and stronger sinews physically, 
but he is likely to be possessed of a 
much broader mental vision, and 
above all of a cleaner type of.morality. 

Go back to the first days of the re- 
public and come down to the present 
time, and it Is a matter of astonish- 
ment to ob@ervant readers and close 
students of sociology to find how few 
of the Americans of the highest type 
were city bred. Washington got his 
great stride of step and his terrific 
grasp of hand, not among the narrow 
sun-baked streets of the city, but 
among the woods, in the open plains, 
and the streams all the way 
from the city of Washington to the 
site of Pittsburgh, then known as a 
far-western point. Jefferson knew 
nothing of city life until he was a 
man. Old s younger days 
were all spent among the blue-grass 
of fair Kentucky. McKinley, 
Foraker, Garfield, and nearly every 
Ohioan who has impressed his mark 
upon the historical pages of this 
country, were country-breq boys. The 
Harrisons were nedriy all born in log 
cabins. Lincolms giant frame and 
steel sigews were developed in split- 
ting rafie along the Ohio and doin

tains of industry. They were all coug- 
try-bred boys, born on a farm, raised 
on a farm, doing the hard work sum- 
mer and winter of farm life.

Their 
mental grasp of things was as colosgal 
as their frames, and, when you have 
summed up all the charges of impro- 
priety possible to be brought against

Furthermore, the vices 
which did find lodgment in the big 
heads and big hearts of these men 
were not the unmaniy and degrading 
vices that play havoc so often in the 
lives of city-bred s ers. 

It will continue in the future as in 
the past. The country has given to 
the United States nineteen out of ev- 
ery twenty, if not more, of all the men 
who have made their mark in life, in 
any calling or career. The_ country 
»will continue to do so.

board more than eight feet ip height 
or ter, feet in length without first hav- 
ing cbtained permission therefor from 
tne Police Commission. The commis- 
sion is prohibited from issuing permits 
for any signboard more than ten feet 
in Keight. Not more than three bill- 
beards can be maintained upon any 
ene jot without consent from the Po- 
Commission. 
Shere is a provision in the ordinance 
which gives adjoining property owners 
an opportunity to block excessive sign 
for the person desiring to 
erect billboards over the eight-foot 
limit must file a written application

Strangely enough, in the reversal of 

historic precedent and practice, Henry 


‘Cabot Lodge, the mosi Intimate friend 


of Roosevelt, individual and official, 


suffers nothing more than some period- 


jeal banter and occasional satire. Al- 
ways the wakeful and reliable warden 
of an administration, he employs the 
tact of a Talleyrand rather than the 
tiolehice and energy of a Napoleon. 
But his exemption from the fangs and 
penalties of a President's friendship 
does not stop there. He defends, but he 
dees not attack. Herein will be found 
both the Lodge strategy and the Lodge 
temperament. Furthermore, in_ selif- 
composure, knowledge and culture he 
hes an armor against familiar levity 
and assault in the Sena®%e. Elsewhere, 
a rich man without the economic bru- 
talities and immoralities of wealth, 
hie associations are with the library 
instead of the market.

GWINN IS PERSISTENT. 
Though defeated locally in his plan 
for the exjension of California on the 
original Spanish lines, Statesman 
Gwinn, then a United States Senator. 
renewed it 'n Congress. He was aided 
by leading pro-siavery Democratic 
Senators of the Southern States. This 
plan was to buy a strip of territory on 
the northern border of Mexico and add 
ft to California. The territory was 
bought, ten million dollars being paid, 
ahd it is known as the “Gadsden Pur- 
chase,” the United States being repre- 
* pented in the purchase by Gen. Gads- 
den, then Minister'to Mexico. 
Senator Gwinn and the other leaders 
in the plan favored the purchase of a 
strip of territory beginning thirty miles 
south of Mazatlan, which would give 
@ port on the Pacific, and paying there- 
“for Ofty mitiion dollars. But the com- 
missioners decided to take less -erri- 
tory, and pay less. So, we got practic- 
ally & worthless strip of land, and 
failed to get an important commercial 
port on the Pacific, which would also 
serve for 4 naval base. This restriction 
of the territory defeated the object of 
ite purchase.

WASHINGTON (D. C.) March 
The Secretary of the Interior some time 
ago made a conditional allotment of 
$650,000 for the Orland irrigation proj- 
ect in the Sacramento Valley, and it 
now rests wtih the land owners in the 
vicinity of Orland as to whether the 
Reclamation Service will have an op- 
portunity to prove fo the people of the 
Sacramento Valley what government. 
irrigation is capable of doing for that 
valley. Everyone knows that a large 
number of the land owners in that val- 
ley consider wheat raising good enough 
and that means that lt takes from one 
section of land up to maintain a fam- 


With the examples of the success of 
irrigation in many parts of the valley 
before them the people are gradually 
awakening to the fact that the culti 
vation of large areas in wheat is not 
calculated—to bring about the besi de- 
velopment of the vailey’s resources, 
nor does it bring financial returns com- 
mensurate with the labor and capital 
invested. The big ranch man, more 
than any other one factor, has retarded 
the proper development of the State of 
Calffornia, and progress will continue 
to be slow until the large land owner 
can be bro t to see the possibilities 
of intensive cultivation under irriga- 
tion. 

The people in the vicinity of Oriand 
have shown a remarkable spirit of pro- 
gressiveness in organizing a water 
user’s association entirely upon their 
own initiative, and in urging upon the 
government through their Washington 
representative the consideration of a 
reclamation project in the vicinity of 
their town. By energetic action they

TWO MORE UNF RTUNATES ARE 


ACCIDENT VICTIMS. 


Heavy Timber Crashes Down Shaft 
With Fatal Result—Miner, by Slip- 
ping Off Plank, Falie Two Mundred 
Feet—James Shorten Pardoned by 
Governor—Boarding-house Fire. 


BISBEE (Ariz.) March %9.—Fatal 
accidents are becoming common in 


the Bisbee mines. The latest names to 


be added to the roll of miners killed 
are those of Patrick Carter and Joseph 
Enright. Carter was 4 timberman in 
the Gardner shaft. He was descend- 


ing the shaft in company with two 


other miners, taking below a timber 
12x12, eight feet long. About half way 
down the timber slipped and was 
caught on the side of the shaft, soon 
dislodging, however, to drop again to 
the descending chge. Carter was 


caught beneath and instantly ‘killed. 
The other miners were injured, also, 


but not seriously. 
Enright was at work in the Spray 


shaft, when the plank on which he was 
standing slipped, and he was dropped 


to his death 200 feet below. He had 


made arrangements to leave deep min- 


ing and to go to some pro he 
owned in Mexico. He was wel techn 
along the Pacific Coast, and he had 
spent several vears in Alaska.

by the Lake Superior and Pittsburgh 
Company. committed suicide at Low- 
ell Sunday.

How THE FRENCH ARE COLONIZING 
THEIR AFRICAN EMPIRE. 


ERREGAUX.—The French are colonizing Algeria 


and are rapidly increasing its value as a good 
farming country. It is already the granary and 
winter fruit garden of the republic, and is fast 
the wine cellar as well. The government has a coloni- 


zation department, which is now laying out new towns 


and farm sites. Some of the lands are given away and 
others sold at auction on long time. There are agricul- 
tural banks for the benefit of the farmers, and special 
inducements for settlers in low rates of steamships and 
railroad transportation. Immigrants are brought here 
from Marseilles, a distance of about 500 miles, at a $2 
steerage rate, and the fares for third and fourth-class 
are not much higher. 

There are already 600,000 Europeans settled in Algeria. 
More than half of these are French; but there are also 
many Spaniards, Italians and people from Malta, Sicily, 
and other islands of the Mediterranean Sea. Already 
about one-eighth of the whole population is of European 
origin and the best lands of the country are being -rap- 
idly bought of the Mohammedans by these invading 
Christians. The European population has doubled 
within the past thirty years. : 

The cities are growing. There are French towns all 
over the country, and the Christian element is every- 
where In control. Perregaux, where I am writing, for 
instance, contains 5000 European inhabitants, and it has 
all the surroundings of a rural city of France. Its 
streets are wide and well shaded, and it has a large pub- 
lic garden in which the band plays several times a week. 
Its stores are like those of France, and it has no end of 
cafés and restaurants. There are scores of other cities 
just like it throughout the Tell, and many such, as Bii- 
dah, Tlemcen, Orleansville and others, which are more 
populous and more prosperous. | 
The Tell. 


Have you ever heard of the Tell? It has been noted 
for many -generations as one of the granaries of the 
world. It fed Carthage from the time when it was 
founded by Queen Dido, along about 800 or 900 years be- 
fore Christ. It was the bread basket of Rome in the 
days of her glory, and the Arabs and Moors grew fat 
upon it for centuries before the French came. It com- 
prises the rich valleys between the mountains running 
along the coast and the high plateaus of the Atlas which 
Sahara, and also a rich coastal 
strip here and there. It runs clear across Algeria and 


Tunisia, and in round numbers is 700 or 800 miles long 


from west to east and from thirty to 100 miles wide. It 
contains altogether an area almost as large as New 
England and fully as large as the State of Illinois. It 
has somewhere between 35,000,000 and 50,000,000 acres 
of excellent lands, but this is in patches, some large 
and some small. I have gone through regions, such as 
Oran, where the soil is as rich as the Mississippi Val- 


They have 
bought their lands ¢rom the Arabs and Kabyles and have 
also acquired the most of the state reservations for colo- 
nization. 

I wish you could take a trip with me through some 
of these rich lands of the Tell, and see the queer ways 
of farming in this part of North Africa.

A READY MADE CITY. 
NAIROBI BUILT OF GALVANIZED IRON IN BRIT- 
East AFRICA. 


[New York Sun:] One of the oddest of towns has 
just risen to political distinction. Nairobi, a European 


has been made capital of the British East Africa Pro- 


tectorate. 


Mombasa, on the Indian Ocean, is still the most im- 
portant town commercially in the Protectorate, ¢or its 
development on European .ines is advanced and it is the 
leading seaport along the coast north of Zanzibar. The 
great advantage of Nairobi as the seat of government is 
that it has a central position in the Protectorate, being 
328 miles from Mombasa and 256 from Port Florence on | 
Victoria Nyanza, and it is on the edge of the lofty re- | 
gion where British farmers are now settling and devel- 
oping new homes. 

The nicknames of “Tin City” and “Zinc City” are ap- : 
plied to Nairobi by the white men who have visited it. 

There is not a wooden building in the place. Every | 
building was constructed of galvanized iron, which was | 
brought from Europe in sheets ready to be fastened to- 
gether to form the walls, roofs and partitions of houses. | 
The town came into existence by the fiat Sir George 
Whitehouse, the chief engineer of the Uganda Railroad. | 

Grumbling Britons who think he might have chosen 
a more picturesque site for the town agree that Sir 
George is a good enough engineer, but say he has no 
artistic sense. His white tents were scattered over the 
plain where the town now stands when one morning Sir 
George is a good engineer, but say he has no 
bled for breakfast;. 

“On this spot we are going to have a large settlement. | 
Here will be the entrepot of the Uganda Railroad. Here 
will be the machine shops and here will live hundreds 
of our countrymen and thousands of Indian and native 
workmen.”

These Eastre trees are twigs cut by the boys from the 
willow trees, and painted in bright colors and trimmed 
with flowers by the women. Booths are covered with 
them. Every market woman has a bunch to sell. They 
wreathe the strings of sausages and stand boldly alvft 
from the bootlegs in the show stores. Every passer-by 
carries one, and every market woman calls: “Buy an 
Eastre tree; buy a Lattery switch,” the “Lattery” being 
a corruption of the word “Latore,” an old ecclesiastical 
term for the second Sunday before Palm Sunday. 

On Palm Sunday in these Silesian villages every hu- 
man being carries a green twig. The men and boys 
place theirs in their hats, so that a moving mass of peas- 
ants looks like Birnam wodd coming to Dunsinane. In 
the church they pull out the twigs for the priest to 
sprinkle with holy water, and then preserve them care- 
fully to nail upon the barn, to protect the stock from 
lightning or other disaster. On the next Thursday, too, 
“Green Thursday,” the farmer will be sure to walk over 
his fields, while the holy water is fresh upon him, to in- 
sure good crops. On that day also Silesian children go 
out in the fields to search for the nest of the Easter 
hare, the wonderful hare, who, they really believe, lays 
eggs once a year, all red with the blood of the Savior.

ALIENS TO BF. AMONG 


DIFFERENT STATES. 
By a Special Contributor. 


ASHINGTON, March 25.—The long-lamented 

concentration of immigrants in their disease- 

breeding, crime-generating “colonies” in New 
York and its environs is at last to be relieved by the 
Federal government. 

On July 1 next Frank P. Sargent, the commissioner- 
general of immigration, will throw open the doors of a 
“division of information”—an innovatiod which prom- 
ises vast results. Its function will be “to promote a 
beneficial distribution of aliens among the States and 


_ Territories desiring immigration.” The official in charge 


will gather from all available sources, useful. in- 


guages, and will be distributed at the immigrant sta- 
tions among all admitted aliens who ask for it.

It 
offers a splendid field for the newcomer with brawn and 
energy. It has millions of acres of cotton, cane, rice 
and tobacco lands that have never been cultivated. In- 


deed Louisiana alone has 19,000,000 acres of vacant land |- 


out of a total of 26,000,000, and it is estimated that not 
more than one-eighth of the cotton lands of the whole 
South is under cultivation. In Louisiana there are 
more than a hundred immigration societies, and in Mary- 
land there are still more. But neither these nor the 
similar organizations in other Southern States are look- 
ing for the Hungarians and Russians now flocking into 
the North in superabundance. The South has been call- 
ing for the good old Teutonic and Celtic stock which 
settled the country in its first days—the English, Irish, 
Welsh, Scotch and Germans, in particular. Yet, climat- 
ically speaking, the Italians are, of all of our immi- 
grants, those best suited to the South, and moreover they 
now constitute the largest class of our immigrants. The 
supply of these far exceeds the demand, in the North. 
They have proved to be successful farmers where they 


have so far settled in the Southern cotton and sugar 


plantations. The great lumbering companies of the 
South are also employing them, and it is estimated that 
more than 100,000 are working in the southern Missis- 
sippi Valley. They have begun to purchase little farms, 
to build good homes and to put money in the bank. 
They are found to be prompt in paying debts, and to

Where Aliens Concentrate. 


Just how this is will be seen by the figures for last 
year. Over seven-tenths of those passing through the 


immigrant stations said they were going to settle in 


already thickly populated centers, and all of this while 
the clamor for immigrants was coming from thinly pop- 
ulated districts. Over one-third of these aliens said 
they were going to make their abodes in New York 
State; more than one-sixth in Pennsylvania, and one- 
twelfth in Illinois. Amost as many declared themselves 
bound for Massachusetts, and next rahiked New Jersey. 
- To put it in another way, there set out for New York 
last year more than enough newly-arrived aliens (374,- 
708) to populate a second Buffalo; for Pennsylvania 
enough (198,681) to fill another Minneapolis, or two 
Scrantons; for Illinois enough (86,539) to duplicate Rich- 
mond, Va.; for Massachusetts enough (73,863) to fill a 
Trenton, N. J., and for New Jersey enough (58,415) to 


fill another Hoboken.

More Steerage Room Per Immigrant.» 


A requirement that more and better steerage space per 
immigrant be given by vessels is another wise inng- 
vation provided by the new immigration law. One of the 
first acts of Oscar Straus, after assuming office as Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor, was to look into this 
question. He has been abroad many times—in fact is 
of foreign birth—and has taken a personal interest in 
the condition of the poor immigrants en voyage. He 


at once appointed a commission to go over the ques-. 


tion carefully. In 1882 Congress passed a law requiring 
vessels to allow each steerage passenger 100 cubic feet 
of space on the upper and 120 cubic feet of space on the 
lower decks. But since that time the use of steel in ship 
construction has permitted almost as great an increase 
in the dimensions of ocean steamers as in those of build- 
ings on shore. It was Mr. Straus’s opinion that since 
modern steel vessels naw have so much more room than 
in 1882 the advantages should be shared with the poor 
immigrants. The British government recognized this in 
1896, and acted accordingly, but the framers of the new 
immigration bill, at the instigation of Mr. Straus, give 
immigrants bound for America about 20 per cent. more 
room than required even by the British law. 


Each adult immigrant will be assured 123 or 140 cubic 


feet according to whether he is on the upper or lower | 


steerage decks. Those on the upper must have at least 
eighteen square feet of deck surface and those below at 
least twenty, and there must be seven feet from deck to 
ceiling, so to speak. On the lower steerage decks less 
than seven feet from floor to ceiling may be allowed if 
there is thirty square feet of floor space per passenger. 
The same extra allowance must be made also if light 
and air are admitted to the steerage through apertures 
averaging less than three square feet to every 100 square 
feet of deck surface. Sailing vessels must allow at least

For many days 
we watched and waited for the great liner to come into 


port. It was a glad day when the big ship, moving 


slowly but under her own steam, came majestically into 
the harbor’s entrance and finally lay alongside the Hack- 
feldt dock. Her hull was stained with great blotches 


of white from the hundreds of sacks of flour tgrown 


overboard from her hold after she went on the. reef, 
and long streamers of green moss clung to her sides. 
Few visitors were allowed on board, but at the invita- 
tion of one of the officers a party of four, of whom I 
was glad to be one, were entertained at luncheon and 
were presented with souvenirs of the noble ship.

An opium den has to be built on these big ships for 
the use of the Chinese steerage passengers, for they will 
smoke, and if there were no place where they could con- 
gregate there would be danger that they might set the 
ship on fire. Piled on the after deck were long crude 
coffins, which are always carried, there being some 
deaths on every voyage among either steerage passen- 
gers or crew.

The conditions themselves were novel enough to 
arouse unusual interest—attending a social affair on 
board a former Russian battleship, one sunk at Port

Ilow A STRANGE AMERICAN COLONY

IVING within sight of the spot where it is said the 
tragedy of the crucifixion and the miracle of the 
resurrection occurred is a little colony of Ameri- 


ans, called the Overcomers, who for twenty-five years 
have beerf celebrating Easter as they believe Christ would

About a quarter of a century ago a little band of 
Americans who failed to find safe harbor for their reli- 


gious beliefs in any church in the United tes, left Chi- 


cago and traveled across land and seas to Jerusalem 
whefe they took up their abode in the of 
Church of the Holy Sepulcher. Here they felt free 
worship according to the dictates of their 

which bade them cast aside all dogma and sect rulings 


Horatio Spofford, his wife and William Rudy formed 
the nucleus of this colony, 


The Americans, however, live a 
little apart in a settlement of their own, although in 
every other way the entire colony is as one great family. 

Each man works for the welfare of the entire commu- 
nity, and everything they have is at the disposal of any 


way of the main hal! in which this colony gathers to 
hold divine service hangs the Golden Rule, and this is 
the only creed professed by the Overcomers. 

During Holy Week instead of spending their time in 
fasting and praying, as do most of the pilgrims and 
other dwellers in Jerusalem, this little band of Ameri- 
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_ are sent out to administer refreshment, or to care for 

the sick according to the instructions of the Elders who 
_ spend the week in searching out theenecdy and in devis- 
ing means of relieving them. 

On Saturday and Sunday when the great crowds

doctrine of the Golden Rule and spending Easter as they

Christians from many lands, Arabs, Jews and Moham- 
medans, crowd the hotels, pitch tents or, wrapping them- 
selves in their voluminous robes, make their beds on the 
ground of the Holy City during Easter week. 

The Garden of Gethsemane, now a little inclosure, lies 
at the foot of the Mount of Olives. Here was fulfilled 
the prophecy of Isaiah: “I have trodden the wine press 
alone.” A high wall has been built around it by the 
Latins, who have planted trees and laid it out with 
hedges and flower beds in modern fashion. Bach sect in 
turn is permitted to hold services in the Chapel of the 
Sepulcher upon the very spot where Christ is supposed 
to have risen from the dead. | 

In the center of the church—it fs a large building of 
yellow stone—rests a rose-colored slab of marble which 
is said to be the identical stone whereon the body of 
Jesus was laid to be prepared for burial. Another stone, 
in an adjoining chapel, is said to be the one which the 


| angels rolled away from the tomb. Night and day these 
visitor who may require shelter or food.

Before 8 o’clock in the morning a great 
crowd surges in and about the Church of the Holy Sep- 
ulcher, filling every available space. This is the day of 


cans work happily at their various money-earning 
trades, putting in extra hours and endeavoring in every 
way to earn additional money. All profit derived from 
Holy Week labor is put aside, and on Easter Monday is 
given over to the chief elder, who distributes it, or its 
equivalent, among the sick and the needy. Thus with a 
week of honest labor behind them and the thought of 
the future blessing which their efforts will bring to the 
deserving, the Easter service of the Overcomers is joyful 
indeed. | 

There have been many reports of the strange actions 
of this little band of Americans in Jerusalem, and of 
the mysterious religious rites which they perform. Most 
of these are very highly colored, and misrepresent the 
truth of the simple life of these sincere people. 

It has been said that their leader retires into a dark 
room one day a week, and to him come all the diseased 
and maimed to be healed through the divine power 
which descends upon him. 

The truth of the matter is that Jacob Roth is a 
licensed physician and an oculist, and when he retires 
to his darkened room he merely does so in order to test 
the eyes of some sufferer. His “Givine healing’ con- 
sists in the giving of medicines such as any homeo- 
pathic doctor would administer. 

It also has been stated that the Overcomers are await- 
ing the second coming of Jesus, which they believe will 
be within the next ten years, and that in order to be 
ready for Him they keep asses saddled and milk and 
provisions always on the table after nightfall. True the 
asses are kept saddled, and the larder is never: allowed 
to be empty, especially during the Easter season, when 
the town is swarmed with pilgrims, but these things are 
not done against the coming of the Savior, but in order 
to give quick succor to the many sufferers and the needy 
ones who always pour into the city at Easter time. 

On Good Friday the entire colony rises at 4 o’clock and | 
forms a procession to the Church of the Holy Sepulcher. 
Here they sing and pray for an hour, when they return 
to their homes for breakfast. to which meal they give 
hearty welcome to any stranger. whdé stops at their door. 
During the rest of the day thev go about their labors or 


the footwashing and the exercises take place upon a 
platform in the center of a court. With great pomp and 
dignity the Greek Patriarch and twelve priests perform 
the ceremony. Gold embroidery makes their robes re- 
splendent; costly jewels sparkle and superb music is 
heard. During the closing moments of the service, when 
the patriarch has finished washing the feet of elderly 
. selected for the purpose, a flock of doves re- 

ved drom somewhere above, swoop down and circle 
about the heads of the priests. 


During the afternoon the same ceremony takes place 
in the Armenian church, which is built on the site and 
largely out of the débris of Herod’s palace. As this 
church is the richest and most magnificent in oriental 
Christendom, the scene ia one of great splendor. 

Robed in dazzling vestments, priests in large numbers 
| surround the Patriarch at the high altar; lights flicker 
from golden jamps, their rays reflected by the gold mo- 
saics on the walls; stately pageants move about and the 
people press eagerly forward with their votive offerings. 

A notable Moslem religious feast happens to fall on 
| Good Friday, when all male Mohammedans must join 
the procession of Neby Moussa, which marches from 
the Mosque of Omar on a week's journey to the tomb of 
Moses: 

“By Nebo’s lonely mountain 
~ On this side Jordan’s wave.” 


On the night of Good Friday several thousand persons 

spend the hours of darkness standing, sitting, kneeling 
or lying on the stone floors and benches of the outer 
court of the church; in the galleries and cloisters, and 
even on the balconies, roofs and stairways. 
_ On the day before Easter, exactly at 2 p.m., the 
“sacred fire comes down from heaven.” Awaiting this, 
most of the crowd of the night before—Greek church 
adherents—remains, while hundreds of others endeavor 
to crowd into the church.

SKANDSEN, STOCKHOLM’S OPEN-AIR 
MUSEUM, ON a |

KANDSEN, the open-air museum in Stockholm, | 
_ Was brilliantly lighted. The music of the splendid

Graceful swang glided around in the 
small lakes, where boats invited the visitors to a quiet 
row. The wild animals were all safely caged, but the 
domestic animals were to be found in the stables, the 
cow-houses, the pig sties and in the homes of the peas- 
ants, as they had been kept from generation to genera- 
tion. Of the wild animals, the bears seemed to be the 
jolliest; they jumped and scampered around in _ their 
cages, to the great delight of all the children. The 
large herd of beautiful does gathered the most ad- 
mirers. 

Of all the old, interesting homes lying scattered in 
different parts of the vast grounds, the beautiful Lash- 
brostugan drew the greatest crowd. The road led past

-—the most beautiful in the world, renamed “Garibaldi,” 
after having worn its name of “New” euntil the word 
had assumed a noble historic irony—is typical of every- 
thing showy and majestic in the age of conscious 
“style.” Some of its palaces are of the very central

and everything conspicuous in the great solid town 
makes proclamation of the fifteenth, sixteenth, and sev- 


enteenth centuries.

An Arctic Winter.

SomE COLD WEATHER -EXPERI- 
ENCED IN RUSSIA. 


- From London Evening Standard. 


UCH a winter as this has not been recorded in 
S Russia for seventy years past, and can only be 
received by those dew who have traveled in the 
Arctic region. Mere cold, of course, is nothing to the 
Russian. A.temperature of minus 38 degrees Fahr.—70 
degrees of frost!—does not upset the equanimity of the 


nearly a hundred degrees of frost every year. The fea- 
ture of the recent wave of cold was that low tempera-. 
ture was accompanied by wind of considerable force. 
Not even the hardened Russian can face 50 to 70 degrees 
of frost with a wind! Meteorologists talk of some vast 
disturbance near the pole ‘which sent tfie icy blast ca- 


a phenomenon was last experienced in 1836. A hundred 
years before that was another phenomenal frost—the 
same year in which the Thames was frozen over and 
bullocks were roasted whole on the ice. On the Neva 
a palace entirely of ice was erected that year for the 
amusement of the court, and among other curious fea- 
tures were cannon of ice out of which salutes were 

with ordinary gunpowder! 

As a rule, in Russia, when the thermometer registers 
anything below zero Fahr. (32 degrees of frost) there 
is no wind, not a breath stirring anywhere. Such ¢rost 
is thoroughly enjoyable, the pure, hard air, always dry 
in central Russia, clears the lungs and seems to fill you 


no better could be desired. Everything is deodorized, 
|and presumably every dangerous germ is killed. Full 
advantage is taken by Russians of this peculiar form 
of sanitary engineering, and spring in Russia is, in con- 
sequence, a season to be shunned by sensitive noses and 
delicate constitutions. Frost, too, makes all the roads 
of communication that Russia has, away from the very 
: sparsely scattered lines of railway; practically all the 
| carting of the empire is done over roads made by frost 


' and nature. The only outdoor work that can be carried 
' on in a Russian winter is woodcutting. Those who can- 
not engage in the lucrative trade of preparing the stores 
| of chopped timber which is the fuel of the greater part 
) of Russia, must find employment in carting or betake 
_ themselves to the nearest town to find some odd jobs 
| of indoor work. The overwhelming majority of the ru- 
ral population of Russia simply sits on the stove all win- 
ter, or plaits bast shoes, carves simple toys, and the 
like, but for the most part rural Russia hibernates— 
“takes it out in sleep.” 

This year a ceaseless wind, rushing to and fro over 
the dead levels of a Russian landscape, always icy cold 
from whatever quarter it may come, robs winter of all 
_ its pleasures and adds hardships even from the well-to- 
_do. Happily the snowfall was abundant and early. In 
the country the peasants heap up, with the wind to help, 
great glacis of snow against their rough timber huts, 
/and the snow keeps them warm. In the towns every 
| Street is piled with mountains of snow ten feet high, re- 
| stricting the dairway of traffic to half the usual breadth 

of road. All this must be gradually carted away to the 
*nearest river bank before a thaw comes on, and the 
| Shaggy little horses, ungroomed since the day they were 
born, are busy all day long. The men work with spades 
| made entirely of wood, and wear huge fingerless gloves 
_ of leather, each as big and as yellow as a brief bag, while 
they shovel the mountains of snow into sledges with an 
edging of wickerwork that gives them the appearance, 
of huge dilapidated market baskets. Bonfires burn at 
all street corners, round which the policeman on point 
duty, the errand boy, and the casual loafer stand thaw- 
1 ing out frozen toes and trying to gain comfort in the 
_ cheery sight of the blaze. In Moscow the municipality 

has this year erected hundreds of little huts warmed to 
| fever heat with stoves. Between these and the govern- 
| ment drink monopoly shops a great many worthy citi- 
zens who, but for that terrible wind, would be seeking 
work in a score of different directions, hover to and fro. 
| Vodka is consumed in astounding quantities, and, what- 
ever, the advocates of temperance may say, it has the 
' property of enabling the generous drinker to withstand 
the icy blast for hour after hour—in fact, so long as the 
stuff is procurable. But there is no credit in the govern-

The only garment that will keep out frost and wind 
is the Siberian dokha: ordinary fur-lined coats, with 
huge collars embedding the head covered with well 
wadded fur cap, are useful only for short drives; for 
anything over a few miles the dokha is indispensable. 
This is preferably reindeer hide without and some 
heavy, close fur within, and is made large enough to 
envelop the wearer with clothes and ordinary fur coat, 
if need be, as well. Of late years-the dokha, somewhat 
reduced in size and made to look something less shape- 
less, has been imported into England by Russian travel- 
ers as a motor coat, for which purpose it is effectual and 
inexpensive as such things go. 

It is astonishing what extremes and sudden changes 
the human frame will accustom itself to. You sit in a 
warm house at a temperature of 68 degrees Fahr. one 


moment, and the next you are out in the street breath-. 


ing with exhilaration generous lungfuls of air at minus 
40 degrees Fahr., a difference of over a hundred degrees 
between the opening of the first door and the closing of 
the third—you always have at least three doors to get 


| in and out of during a Russian winter. The snow 


crunches under your high felt overboots, and the skilled 
in Russian weather signs can tell pretty nearly by the 


| sound of the snow crunch underfoot the number of de- 
‘grees of ¢drost. The wind blows cruelly and nips white 


in a minute any exposed part—the tip of an ear or a 
nose you have forgotten to rub at frequent intervals. 
Birds fail on the wing and fall dead, hard and cold be- 
fore they reach the ground. Even the hardy Russian 
horse will not stand very long in this wind, although at 
the same temperature without a wind a Russian 
horse will stand half a day without visible impatience. 
Every house is pouring forth volumes of smoke, for 
every household is consuming about twice the normal 
winter allowance of fuel, and the smoke streams out hor- 
izontally from the chimneys and lies low over the streets 
to be dispersed anon by the ceaseless wind. 


Most of all to be pitied in this weather are the 
wretched firemen. With the double firing in every house 


confiagrations are frequent, and out the fire brigade 


must go. It takes five minutes to break up the tron- 
hard snow over the fire plugs, which are sunk deep 
down and housed in dung and matting. When the water 
is got at the ow must never stop a moment or the hose 
pipes freeze solid. Nothing can be touched without 
thick leather gloves, as the skin freezes to everything 
metallic. Imagine the tragedy of a fire in such weather! 
The country house of Count Tolstoy (not the writer) 
recently took fire in the early morning. It was twenty 
miles from town and a fire brigade. In the basement 


were a number of hunting dogs. In the lower rooms 


slept the count and several men friends who had been 
celebrating Russian Christmas. In the bedrooms above 
slept the ladies of this house party. The house was of 
wood, and the flames had got firm hold before the alarm 
was given. Six persons perished, and their bones were 
indistinguishable from those of the dogs when the house 
fell in and all were buried together. The Countess Tol- 
stoy escaped. Picture to yourselé the manner of her 
escape. The thermometer registered on that night mi- 
nus 40 degrees, Fahr.—72 degrees of frost!—and there 
was that pitiless wind ever blowing. The Countess 
leapéd out of bed, and, without staying to put on a 
thing, set to work to break a way through the double 
window frames, and leaped on to a balcony. From this 
an iron ladder led to the ground. In the terrible frost 
and wind, just as she left her bed, she managed to get 
down that ladder and run half a mile to the nearest 
hut. Now, every time you touch metal in such a frost, 
you leave skin, and perhaps even flesh, behind sticking 
to the iron. 


Picture also the date of the famine-stricken peasants 


in such weather. They had begun to burn their roofs 
and the outworks of their huts a month ago to keep the 
hearth warm. They are now sacrificing entire huts for 
fuel, and crowding together many families in one hut, 
where they burn the deserted home piecemeal for 
warmth. And in these overcrowded huts, shared by the 
cattle for warmth, typhus, scurvy, and other huhger- 
bred diseases are running riot. King Frost is Russia's 
sole sanitary engineer, but even he cannot save her 
from the epidemics bred of famine. And these dread 
scourges are beginning to reach the towns. A terrible 
winter, terrible in all ways!

CACTUS GARDENS. 


COMMENDS ITSELF TO 
THE AMATEUR. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


O family of plants recommends itselé to the ama- 
teur gardener more highly than the cactus. At no 
time do cacti need more than ordinary care, and 
after once established they may almost as well be left 
alone, except for an occasional weeding. Most of them 
have to endure, in their native habitat, great extremes 
of heat, and in some places on our American deserts the 
snowfall is considerable, so that the question of climate 
, need not perplex the prospective grower. {in all cases 
“the soil should be well drained; yet some of our Call- 
fornia species grow in heavy adobe. 
The great cactus family contains about 1000 species, 


cies of mistletoe cactus found in South Africa. They 
range from Canada nearly to the southernmost part of 
‘America, and over to the West Indies. Mexico contains 
the greater number of species, but the family is well 
represented in the United States, where they range ¢rom 
the -Mississippi to the Pacific in considerable numbers, 
with nine species still farther east.

Aside from their beauty and interest cacti are useful 
in many ways. Some are used for hedges and fences; 
when the island of St. Christopher, in the West Indies, 
was divided between the English and French, three rows 
of the common tuna were planted to mark the boundary. 
The trunks are used for firewood in regions where 
scarcely any other material is available. Canes and or- 
namental bric-a-brac are made from several kifids, while 
the fibrous trunks of others are woven into baskets or 
ground up for paper-making. In Sicily cactus is planted 
on the porous lava beds, where no other vegetation 
grows, and not only does it make the landscape green, 
but aids to lower the temperature during the period af 
greatest heat. The night-blooming cereus furnishes a 
drug used in heart troubles, and a Mexican species yields 
a deadly poison. In times of drought cattle and horses 
relish the spineless opuntias and horses and mules have 
been known to kick the larger kinds to pieces in order 
to get the juicy flesh to eat. The Indians grind the 
seeds afd make bread from the flour. The fruits of 
some kinds are used for making jelly, and even in a raw 
state are in some demand, for the pulp has a sweet and 
agreeable flavor. 

One of the chief charms of a cactus garden is the great 
number of similar plants which not only thrive under 
like treatment, but are often so near the cacti In ap- 
pearance as to be mistaken for them when not in bloom.

So 
full of juice are they that travelers perishing from thirst 
have saved_themselves by cutting out a large piece and 
shaping the wound to catch the sap, which collects in a 
considerable quantity in a short time. One would 
scarcely seek to quench his thirst in this manner except 
in case of dire necessity, for the sap is not ane to 
the taSte. 


The flowers are white, faintly tinged with blue, and 
borne in a circle near the top, giving the effect of the 
plant being crowned with a wreath of white. The bios- 
soms are followed by red, edible fruits, quite like a fig 
or pear in shape. The Indians gather all these fruits for 
food, and in addition make from them an intoxicating 
beverage. To obtain these fruits, they push them off 
with a long pole, which is sometimes obtained from a 
dead trunk of one of the plants, for when dry the body 
splits into thin strips the extreme length of the plant. 
The smallest cactus is doubtless Mammillaria minima, 
from Central Mexico, and quite common in California 
collections. It is globular in shape, thickly covered with 
soft spines and is one-half inch or less in diameter. Be- 
tween this and the giant cactus, range plants of every , 
size and of almost every form.

One of the mistakes most frequently made in ornamen-

In planting trees 
or thinning surplus growth the effect from a distance 
should be studied. First impressions are lasting. Then

A hen that 
eats eggs from under her once will do it every time, 
and pullets hatched from her eggs may be expected to 
do it, though other influences may predominate in a 
few instances.

undrawn poultry placed in cold storage was a fit meat 
food for human consumption—this, too, in spite of the 


fact that the practice is more or less common in certain 


sections, especially in the fall of the year. Recent ex- 
periments, however, made by the Agricultural Experi- 
ment Stations, and a number of municipal Boards of 
Health in eastern cities, seem to prove quite conclu- 
sively that undrawn fowl in cold storage are soon sub- 
ject to the attack of grewsome bacteria. So pronounced 
was this discovery in experiments made by the local 
Board of Health in Peoria, Ill., that the municipal gov- 
ernment passed an ordinance prohibiting the sale of an- 
imal, poultry and game (wild) bird= used for food which 


_ had not been properly drawn at the time of slaughter. 


Experiments now being carried on in New York City re- 
vealed the presence of the becilivs coli tn the breast 
muscles of over 150 individual undrawn carcasses of 
poultry, l¢ further experiments reveai similar condi- 
tions, undrawn poultry will soon be driven out of the 
market as anfit for human food. 

If any undrawn cold-storage bird and animal meats 
reaches our market from the Bast, the writer does not 
know it. Locally, nearly all poultry is bought by the 


- dealers on the hoof, and slaughtered daily on orders 


direct from purchasers. In this case the bird is kille‘4. 
cleaned and drawn it once, thus avoiding any of the dan- 
gers to the public health engendered by the cold-storag-

HE Liverpool Landing Stage is unique. There is 

nothing like it in the whole wide world. I have 

traveled much, and seen many great ports; but 
never before have I known a place where passengers 
from all the ends of the earth landed or embarked on 
one particular wharf—a place where all the romance 
and humor and tragedy of ocean travel was concen- 
trated in a narrow compass under the observation of 
anybody who cared to take a five minutes’ stroll.

Her reference to the 
English variety no doubt means the European chestnut, 
variously known as the Spanish, French and Italian. 
There are numberless- varieties of all species of this nut, 
except the bush chinquapin, the variations being the 
same as those of different varieties of other fruits. The 
letter says, in regard to a recent article “The most 
beautiful of any has been left out, the English. Like 
the other varieties; it is deciduous, but clean, strong- 
limbed and graceful. I have ene seven years old on my 
lawn and from early spring till, late in the fall, long

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Florida Orange Conditions. 


TEPHEN STRONG returned from Florida on the 

Zist inst., with a great deal of information direct 
from the groves where he has been conducting fumi- 
gating experiments on the white fly. He has been em- 
ployed by the Department of Agriculture there since the 
first of the year. Mr. Strong says the white fly is the 
only orchard pest of the State that is seriously consi@- 
ered, except, perhaps, the purple scale, which is not as 
destructive as it is in California. The fly is doing 
enormous damage in many sections, and it was to dem- 
onstrate the control of this insect by cyanide that the 
experiments were made. The gas proved éntirely ef- 
fective when applied at a strength somewhat greater 
than the ordinary dose for black scale here, although 
the trees were very large and were with difficulty 
treated. The red scale is almost unknown in the or- 
chards of Orlando. 

The quality of the seedling oranges and grape fruit 
is all that has been claimed for “Florida’s,” the latter 
growing to. perfection in orchards that are almost jun- 
gies. Mr. Strong did not see a single navel orange 
tree and but very dew Valencias in that section. He 


was pleased with his treatment by the people, but finds 


their methods of cultivation, harvesting and shipping 
are not equal to the California methods in any respect 
and does not believe Florida will ever be a serious com- 
petitor of ours in the markets of the country.

in experimentd! fruit culture, but it must be admitted 
that millions of doHars have been lost in jumping into 
the cultivation of fruits before their adaptability had 
been thoroughly established. 


Florida, another comparatively new State in fruit 
growing, has suffered likewise, but not in pineapples. 
About thirty years ago the Providencia, laden with co- 
coanuts, was wrecked near Lake Worth. Because a few 
old bearing trees were there the coast residents gath- 
ered these fiuts from the ship, one of the growers plant- 
ing about 30,000 nuts on a tract of 4000 acres. But eight 
years from this seed were required to produce a crop 
of nuts. The adventure did not pay on account of oc- 
casional frosts and other adversities, and the cheapness 
of imported nuts. So the most important of all the 
tropical nuts did not pay in a semi-tropical country. 
Pineapples, like cocoanuts, require both atmospheric 
humidity and warmth, though the former must have a 
dry soil. This combination is not found in an arid coun- 
try, however warm it may be. The “consensus of ex-

-the country for miles around with its gray branches, 


glossy leaves and furrowed bark of gray-brown. This 
cottonwood of the Colorado bottoms spits down its 
cotton like a snow cloud, growing with great rapidity 
and affording good shade. One tree only three years 
old sheltered a stageload of us on one occasion. The 
cotton-shedding habit of this tree is very disagreeable 
in a town where it has been planted extensively, but 
this trouble may be obviated by planting cuttings from 
male trees only, leaving the more gaudy sex to flaunt 
their white-plumed progeny to the winds in some lo- 
cality where it will not annoy. The uselessness of cot- 
tonwood timber cannot be avoided except by planting 
some oiher kind of a tree.- The cottonwood shade is 
not restful like the oak or maple. The leaf stalk of the 
whole populus family is flattened, giving the leaf free 
movement in the slighest pulsation of the air, and the 
leaves ulso reflect the light readily, which is not an ad- 
vantage in a sunny clime. The farmer may make his 
fence posts and his shade trees at the same planting if 
he does not put the upper end of the vost in the ground. 

Care of Bay Trees. 

HE purchasing of imported trees trained to formal 

shapes has been unusually heavy this winter. The 
following from Gentlewoman may be of value to those 
possessing these high-priced plants: 

“Sweet Bay trees are much in use in the grounds of 
stately mansions where there are wide verandas, broad 
steps and statues to which their trim pyramidal height 


gives the right foil or background. The Sweet Bay is 


a native of Southern Europe and produces the aromatic 
leaves that we use in our culinary department. When 
these trees are imported they come already started in 
the shape they are intended to grow. They may repre- 
sent any number of fantastic shapes, but those of con- 
ical, globular and oval form are the most generally 
used, These trees thrive best in sunny, southern loca- 
tions about the grounds. When purchased the trees are 
in pots or tubs with the soil in the right condition for 
that season’s growth and for the first year require only 
careful watering. Any one that has had the care of 
potted plants may do this successfully, as the same rule 
applies as withthe potted plants and flowers; tod much 
water makes soggy, dangerous soil and too little makes 
dry soil. In the common earthen flower pot the evapo- 
ration takes place from the sides as well as from the 
top and the young trees may be safely watered every 
day: give all the water that the earth will soak up 
gradually from the gentle spray of a watering spout. 

“Be careful to preserve the shape of the tree during 
the summer by clipping with shears or by pinehing the 
ends of new shoots as soon as they extend beyond the 
outline shape. Soon as the weather becomes quite cold 
the trees should be placed in the cellar of a light dry 
shed where the temperature will be a few degrees above 
freezing. 

“The trees should be repotted the following spring 
in new soil and in a larger-sized pot or tub. The soil 
should be rich like that in which roses thrive.”

There seems to be but two 
impulses of sap motion, one from each end of the tree’s 
activities—the root and the leaf. The eseape of sap 
from a wound is caused by root power, as in the case 
of a maple with a foot of snow on the ground and no 
growing activities in the tree whatever. How would 


.the tree doctor get his dope into the tree in this case,

Again, where the tree is growing and the evaporation 
through the leaves may induce circulation we know that 
all the elements contained in the sap are dissolved in 
the soil by the roots, bacteria and other means.

Seeding the Lawn. 


HAVE been most successful in getting a solid stand 

of grass by the following method: The lawn should 
be graded and al] fillings should be made during the 
months of October and November. 
one part well-rotted stable manure to three parts good 
garden loam. These are thoroughly mixed and put in 
piles on the lawn, a good-sized dump cart full in a pile. 
Enough piles to make when leveled down about two 
inches of a dressing. This should be well worked into 
the earth as soon in the spring as the soil can be stirred. 
This can be done with a good disk harrow. As soon as 
the soil is disked it should be leveled or smoothed with 
rake or smoothing harrow. I use pure Kentucky blue 
grass, but any reliable mixture of lawn grass seed may 
be sown. Sow at the rate of sixty pounds per acre, 
sow one-half one way, then cross-sow the other half. 


If soil is dry enough roll with heavy lawn roller as soon { 


as seed is sown. : 

The flower beds should be laid off and this part cov- 
ered with a cloth or heavy paper the exact shape of 
the bed. This is to preserve the exact shape of the de- 
sign and insures a solid stand of grass around the bed. 

Trees and slirubs should be set before grass seed is 
sown and a space of from one to three feet be covered 
with cloth or paper to keep off the seed; from this we 
save a great deal of labor edging around the beds and 
trees, 

For renewing old lawns we rake close and hard with 
a sharp-toothed rake and resow seed while marks made 
by rake are yet open.—[J. W. G., in Gentlewoman.

‘The slime,’ that has its growth in ditches, 
is nothing more than a very simple form of organic life, 
and is about as innocuous as a pine tree or a gooseberry 
bush, or the much-vaunted moss on the ‘old oaken 
bucket.’

Minerals In Foods. 


T. MeQUEEN writes from Santa Barbara as fol- 
lows: 
“Permit me to call your attention to an inaccuracy in 
your issue of March 3. You say: ‘Chloride of sodium is 
not found, as such, in food, but chlorine and sodium are 
found abundantly, especially in fruits and vegetables,’ 
A little farther down on same page you say: “The rea- 
son why people crave table salt is because they starve 
their nerves by eliminating from their food a large 
proportion of the highly necessary organic salts, includ- 
ing chlorine and sodium.’ 
“Chlorine is not a salt, nor any kind of chemical com- 
pound. It is an elemental greenish-yellow poisonous 
gas which if inhaled will produce a violent fit of cough- 
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jog which may end in spitting of blood. Unlike carbonic 
acid gas, (C.0.2) the victim rendered insensible by chio- 
rine cannot be revived. 
“Godiam is not a salt, as you indicate, but an ele- 
metal of a silvery white appearance, which must 
be kept in naphtha, kerosene or some substance free from 
oxygen. WM brought into the air and dried it oxidizes 
simost immediately. If brought in contact with water 
it will take fire and burn rapidly with a yellowish flame. 
“if we burn a piece of sodium (Na) in a vessel filled 
with chlorine gas (Cl) we get a white powder (NaCl) 
which is the chioride of sodfum or common table salt. 
This compound, like all chemical coi_~ounds, has none of 
the characteristic qualities of its components. Common

mals. Sodium is fikewise found in different combina- 
tions, as phosphate and carbonate of sodium, besides 
chioride of sodium. It may be added, however, that the 
latter as it exists in the blood, is quite different in the 
atomic structure from the common table salt which crys- 
tallizes in cubes, while the former builds octahedrons. 


It can be utilized by the body only in an 
organized state as found in natural food products. 

“Speaking of the different elements which constitute 
the human body, they would all be more or less injurious 
M@ we would take them as proximate principles. Oxygen 
in its pure and undiluted state would have a highly in- 
toxicating effect and would rapidly burn up our tissues. 
Phokphorus is a strong poison, and art atmosphere of 
pure nitrogen would instantly suffocate us. Likewise 
common table salt has an irritating effect upon the 
mucous membranes of the alimentary canal, is especially 
detrimental to the kidneys, and if taken for a eng 
period will cause albuminuria.” 

From this the esteemed Santa Barbara seteenidintiens 
will note that the “inaccuracy” referred to is non-exis- 
tent. 


Bist for Rebbere and Murderers. 


HE editor has on several occasions referred to the 

extraordinary doings of the bureau of the Agricultu- 
ral Department presided over by Dr. Wiley, especially 
his wasting of six months’ time and a large sum of the 
people's money in experimenting with a squad of young 
men whether such food preservatives as boracic and sali- 
ecylic acids are poisonous—whether substances that will 
retard the disintegration of meat without the body will 
retard digestion within the body. In his bulky report, 
Wiley had to admit that these substances are poisons, 
even when taken in homeopathic doses. Now, it is an- 
nounced that, of the young men who made up the squad, 
at least one has died from tuberculosis—as his family be- 
liefe, because of the reduction in vitality produced by 
the prolonged poisoning. The Liberator says: “His 
experiment is a disgrace to the government that has 
permitted it, and it hints strongly of mental and moral

This is rather rough on Wiley. He is, doubtless, no 
worse than the thousands of other physicians who, after 
ceidiabtent useless and cruel experiments on animals, 
are now turning their jaded mental appetites to human 
beings.

Yet, if you are ambitious to resemble a tiger, a wolf, 
or a lyena, or to become a robber, either on the high- 
way or on the stock board, you may undoubtedly guc- 
ceed, if you eat largely of bloody flesh.

That is the only rational way to eat 
it—as the carnivorous animals do. How many, how- 
ever, would eat fiesh if they had to run down the ani- 
mal, tear it to pieces, and devour its quivering body?

As to fighting, the 
Roman soldiers won their marvelous campaigns, making 
forced marches in heavy armor, on a diet consisting of

ton, that it was not food for men. And we all know 
what the rice-eating Japanese did to the Russians, and 
, how they astonished the medical] world by their freedom 
from disease and their recovery from wounds.

| Wiley’s young men too seriously. They don’t, anyhow, 


go quite so far as the late Dr. George M. Beard, of the 
University of New York, who, in a book, gravely ar- 
gued in favor of cannibalism as an ideal diet. 

Prof. Irving Fisher, of Yale, referred to in the dis- 
patch, after a series of dietetic experiments, ‘has arrived 
at the same conclusion as Prof. Chittenden, of the same 
college—that people eat far too much, especially too 
much nitrogenous food.

The New State Medical Law. 


HE new medical law passed by the late unlamented 

Legislature of California, was forced by outside prac- 
titioners upon the “medical trust,” as compromise. This 
is a pretty good evidence that the guerrillas outside the 
trust are becoming powerful, for this trust, like other 
trusts, never lets go of anything until it is forced to do 
so. The bill is a step in advance toward reasonable free- 
dom in the practice of medicine, but it still leaves much 
to be desired. In response to a request from the editor, 
R. D. Emery, D. O., sends the following statement, as the 
views of a broad-minded osteopath, in regard to the new 
law: 


“The Governor of the State of California has signed 
a bill entitled, ‘An Act for the Regulation of the Practice 
of Medicine and Surgery, Osteopathy, and Other Sys- 
tems or Modes of Treating the Sick or Afflicted, in the 
State of California, and for the Appointment of a Board 
of Medical Examiners in the Matter of said Regulation.’ 
Thus, the Senate bill here mentioned, which had pre- 
viously passed both Senate and Assembly, became a law 
of California, taking effect May 1, 1907. 


“This new statute, among other things, provides as 


follows; First, that the Governor shall appoint a board 
of m l examiners composed of eleven members: five 
allopaths, two homeopaths, two eclectics, and two osteo- 
paths. 


“Second—That every one desiring to commence the 
practice of medicine and surgery, osteopathy or any 
other mode or system of treating the sick, must secure 
a license to do so, from this board. 

“Third—Applicants for licenses are to sub- 
mit to the board a diploma from the college from. which 
they are graduated. These diplomas must be indicative 
of certain standards, as follows: The colleges giving 
courses in medicine and surgery must maintain a stand- 
ard as high as that fixed and prescribed by the Associa- 
tion of American Medical Colleges. The colleges in 
osteopathy must be legally chartered, each having a 
course of instruction of at least twenty months, requir- 
ing actual attendance, and after 1908, of three years of 
nine months each, and including the studies examined 
upon under this act. The colleges teaching other modes 
or systems of treatment must be legally chartered. 
“In addition to submitting a diploma the applicant 
must take an examination before the board in the fol- 
lowing subjects, to wit: anatomy, histology, gynecology, 
pathology, bacteriology, chemistry, toxicology, physiol- 
ogy, obstetrics, general diagnosis and hygiene. 

“If the applicant presents a diploma, as required, and 
passes a successful examination before the board, a cer- 
tificate to practice is granted. The board issues three 
forms of certificates. One form is granted to graduates 
in medicine and surgery, a second form is granted to 
in other systems of therapeutics. 

“Fourth—Penalties are provided for those practicing 
without the required license. 

“Fifth—The act further provides that none of its pro- 
visions shall be construed to interfere with or inhibit 
service in case of emergency, or to interfere in any way 
with the practice of religion. 

“It ig needless to say that the statute has many fea- 
tures which are highly commendable: The establish- 
_ ment of a common basis of education is good. The free- 
dom which it gives for the development and practice of 
‘the method or system of treating disease which any cer- 


the subjects examined upon under this act. 


_ “Those taking their basic work in an osteopathic col- 
lege or in a naturopathic college, can receive no credit, 
for such basic work, in colleges recognized by the Agso- 
ciation of American Medical Colleges, because of the 
rulings of that association. The injustice of this  posi- 
tion is readily recognized by those who are familiar with 
the high-grade work being done in our osteopathic col- 
leges; work which is equal to the work of the better 
gerade of American Medical Colleges. 


“Fortunately, osteopathy is a complete system of medi- 
cine in itself, and does not need to lean, in any way, 
upon the older schools of medicine, or other methods of 
healing.” 

‘However, the fact still remains that it is unwise to 
ifford to the Association of American Medical Colleges 
the opportunity, sanctioned by legislative enactment, to 
act arbitrarily in refusing to give credit for work done 
outside of old-line medical colleges, and, especially, when 
the law requires that the applicant must hold one of 
their diplomas in order to practice medicine and sur- 
gery. At least, opportunity should be afforded to qualify 
and enter the practice of medicine, surgery, or any

“On July 9, 1905, you published an article of mine in 
the ‘Care of the Body,’ proposing a national or State 
medical bill, which provided, in part, as follows: First, 
_ that.any person desiring to commence the practice of 
any healing method should take an examination. Sec- 
ond, that this examination should be so arranged that 
there would be a general examination in basic subjects, 
and special examinations in each of the schools of ther- 
apy in which the applicant wished to practice. - Third, 
that the examinations should be conducted in an abso- 
lutely impartial manner. Fourth, it provided for any 
new school of healing which might arise in future. 

“It will be seen that the new medical statute covers 
most of the points mentioned in the above proposed bill. 
One material difference, and only one, exists between 
the two. It is this: -The question of qualification for 
the practice of medicine and surgery in this State is left, 
for final settlement, in the hands of the Association of 
American Medical Colleges; without recourse through 
the medium of examinations or otherwise. 

“If a person has passed the required examination 
_above mentioned, but has not attended a medical col- 
lege whose requirements are those prescribed by the 
Association of American Medical Colleges, such a person 
would be obliged to take a full course of four years in 
one of the above mentioned medical colleges in order to 
enter upon the practice of surgery or medicine in the 
State. This is unjust, for fully three of the four years 


to demand of any practioner is a reasonable knowledge 
of the structure he proposes to treat.”

“JOE” 1S NOW A MENTAL AND 
PHYSICAL WRECK. 

The Statesman Who Was Long the 
Most Potent Force in English Poli- 
tics, Has Gone to the South of 
France in Desperate Hope of Re- 

cuperating His Health. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

LONDON, March 14.—Here is & 
touching photograph of Joseph Cham- 
beriain, taken just before he left bng- 
land for the South of France the 
desperate hope that its blamy air and 
sunshine will do for him what the 
doctors have utterly failed to do—re- 
store him to some small measure of 
health. It shows the statesman who 
was for mahy years the greatest in- 
dividua] political force in the British 
Empire—both the most admired and 
the worst hated—walking in the 
grounds of his country home at High- 
bury, near Birmingham, his feeble foot- 
steps supported by bis devoted ._Ameri- 
can wife. 

The precise nature of the malady 
which afflicts him has never been di- 
vyulged by his family, but it is known 
that it has made of him a menta) and 
physical wreck. That wonderful mem- 
ory that enabled him so often to score 
over an opponent in debate ts almost 
a“biank. That he will ever again be 
able to take his place in the political 
arena tn which he was such a brilliant 
figure, there is not the remotest chance. 
Finis was written to his public career 
months ago and since then his obituary 
has been standing in type in the com- 
posing-rooms of all the big newspapers 
in England and the colonies. 

There was something very pathetic 
in the manner of his departure from 
Engiand. That his melancholy con- 
dition might not be reveaied to the 
crowds that would have assembled to 
wish him God-speed he traveled incog- 
nite and in secret. One might almost 
say he was smuggied out of Engiand.

VER the ancient abbeys of Eng- 
land, some of which te back 
to the days of William the Con- 
queror, hangs the curse of the monks 
who were evicted from them when the 
Reformation gave England a new 
faith. 

Many of these venerable piles have

Still otaers are crumbling ruins, but 
around them all ts an atmosphere of 
baneful misfortuge, as if those from 
whom the abbeys had been sacrile- 
giousiy torn still hungrede for ven- 
gence, and reaching forward from by- 
gone centuries were able to wreak pun- 


misfortune has come to the successor 
of Sir Anthony. He himself died sud- 
denly; son, Lord Montague. be- 
came involved with Guy Fawkes and 
the gunpowder plot, and was hanged.

More than $200,000 will be required to 
restore tne abbey, and patriotic Ene- 
lishwomen are striving_.to raise the 
money, but even should thts rebuilding 
take place, Selby will never be the 
same, for the glory of its antiquity 
will have departed forever. 

Croyland Abbey also has its curse.

RICHES IN CORNSTALKS. 

[Leslie's Weekly:] Prof. Wiley of the 
Department of Agriculture says that 
inasmuch as every 100 pounds of corn- 
stalks will yleld six and a half pounds 
of absolute alcoho! it is obvious that 
the ignorant argiculturist has been al- 
lowing an enormous amount of weaith 
to go to waste. 

Say that one acre will yield “from 
ten to twelve tons of grain stalks, or 
about 20,000 pounds, and you have a 
quantity of raw material which wil) 
produce 1300 pounds of absolute alcohol, 
er 216 gallons. Alcohol at the present 
time is worth 40 cents a gallon. 

Ground tn a wet condition and dried 
cornstalks may be kept indefinitely, 
and are ready at any time for conver- 
sion into alcohol. 

Prof. Wiley says thar the alcoho! de- 
rivable from the cornstalks that now 
go to waste In this country would not 
only drive all the machinery of our 
factories but would furnish the requi- 
site power ‘for all our railroads and 
steamboats, run all of our automobiles, 
heat and illuminate all of our houses
